RECESSION, SURE, BUT WITH IRONIC ASPECTS 


Between relief and champagne, we sometimes wonder whether we are in trouble or clover 


Last week Lue correspondents throughout the 
U.S. reported on who is and is not being hurt 
by the recession and how much.

relief, worried about losing their jobs—the 
1958 recession is a grim, inescapable reality 
But this recession also has its high-living as 
pects, and the problems are not all serious, An 
unemployed New Yorker used one relief check 
to buy stock from his broker.

GROMYKO'S SHELL GAME 


Andrei Gromyko called it a “noble initiative” . . . President 
Eisenhower called it “a gimmick . . . a side issue.” Everybody 
agreed that the Soviet Union’s announced suspension of nu- 
clear testing was smart propaganda, well designed to deepen 
an existing split in free world opinion. How deep it went is 
open to question, but even in the U.S., Gromyko’s speech 
has sown some doubt. 

Secretary Dulles is under attack for his meek acceptance 
of “this propaganda thrust.” Though well warned in advance, 
he and President Eisenhower deliberately decided on a stance 
of stony virtue, largely influenced by the AEC and Pentagon, 
with no attempt at counterthrust beyond Dulles’ able but 
defensive press conference last week. This was an inadequate 
retort to Gromyko’s fakery and did scant justice to our own 
nuclear policy. 

Gromyko’s most obvious fakery was his timing. His gesture 
comes at the end of a series of Soviet nuclear tests. It will take 
them about a year or so to absorb the findings and set up their 
next tests, then blaming the resumption on our failure to 
follow their lead. The U.S., by contrast, is on the eve of a 
new test series to which foreign {including Soviet) observers 
have been invited. 

Instead of merely pointing this out, the State Department 
could have added a sting or two to its reply. As Senator Hum- 
phrey urges, we could have revealed all we know about the 
Soviet tests, which is more than the Soviets have revealed. 

someone would have to persuade the AEC’s Lewis 
that political warfare is just as important as his kind 
of secrecy, which hoards facts the Soviets already know. 

As for our own 1958 tests, we are quite right not to forego 
them. They are important not only to our defense but also, 
as Dulles said, “perhaps to humanity.” For they will bring us 
closer to the so-called “clean” bomb—one with practically no 
radioactive fallout at all. 

An H-bomb without fallout is still an outrageous weapon of 
destruction, But it will have at least two advantages over the 
“dirty” bombs that have been snowing their tiny increments 
of hazard over the world, First, clean bombs would not poison 
remote bystanders in case of war (including American by- 
standers under a nuclear anti-missile missile), Second, they 
would eliminate a confusing and diversionary element from 


the whole nuclear policy debate: the element of doubt, skill- 
fully exploited in Gromyko’s speech, as to how dangerous the 
fallout from testing really i is. 

This doubt, even though AEC figures show the danger to 
be negligible, is a sapping distraction from the main issue. The 
danger to the world is not present fallout but mounting stock- 
piles of nuclear weapons. The serious question before the 
world is not whether to test but how to control these weapons, 
clean or dirty, old or new. 

On that subject, Gromyko’s lies can be checked by the 
respective positions of the Soviets and the West on nuclear 
disarmament, which are on record for all members of the U.N. 
Ever since the Baruch Plan, the U.S. has been trying to ¢ 
inate nuclear weapons from the world’s arsenals by inter- 
national agreement in the belief that they are too dangerous 
not to be internationally controlled. We announced this prop- 
osition when we had a monopoly of atomic weapons. We have 
continued to maintain it throughout the period in which Com- 
ieiguslak agente: hin Wageced Gan waNeleae pelleg oF ne 
clear deterrence on the West. 

Up through last August we had made, through U.N. and 
“summit” channels, at least three major proposals for the 
international control of nuclear stock piles, production and 
materials, and for the international inspection of nuclear 
facilities. The Soviets have either rejected or evaded all 
these proposals. Since January they have been boycotting the 
U.N. Disarmament Commission entirely. While agreeing in 
principle that only mutual inspection will keep the inter- 
national controls honest, they have refused to discuss its 
serious application 

Thus the very first seed of the international confidence 
which is indispensable to weapons control has not even been 
planted. Gromyko, though he aimed last week's maneuver at 
the world’s confidence, deserves about as much of it as a man 
with three shells and a pea. Inviting attention to the false 
issue of testing. he induces the world’s neglect of the most 
serious threat it has ever faced. 

Our nuclear disarmament policy has heen profoundly right. 
Tt has never lacked a large U.N. majority. It has lacked the 
kind of articulation that would make its rightness a political 
weapon, But it should never lack full Ameriean support. 
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CONGRESS, SPARE OUR CAPITOL 


Congressmen are professionally devoted to efficiency. econ- 
omy and preserving the nation’s heritage. They have a last 
chance, this session, to undo a serious violation of all three 
principles, and one literally in their own front yard. by taking 
a hard second look at their own legislation for repairing the 
East Front of the Capitol.

The American Institute of Architects has argued itself 
blue in the face trying to explain to Congress that extra 
space in the Capitol can be supplied more amply, more 
artistically and far more cheaply by remodeling the West 
Front. An extension of the East Front would not only be 


inefficient. It would spoil the present pillared facade just be- 
low the dome which is architecturally distinctive and a visible 
national monument. Presidents since 1817 have sworn their 
inaugural oaths beneath its graceful Federal columns. 

No argument, however, has bothered Sam Rayburn, who 
never had it so powerful, or his friend, ex-Congressman 
J. George Stewart, the fast-talking Architect of the Capitol 
(who himself is a contractor, not an architect). Rayburn’s 
commission has even kept its Architect's plans a secret. Ray- 
burn has allowed no public hearing in the House, and bills 
to rectify his action, notably one proposed by Representative 
Reuss (D., Wis.), have been skillfully held up in committee. 

The Senate’s Public Works Committee has unanimously 
approved a bill proposed by Senator Alexander Smith (R., 
N.J.), that is similar to the Reuss bill. Since Sam won't let the 
House act. we appeal to Lyndon Johnson to let the Smith 
bill come to a vote. The needed East Front repairs can be 
done for about $3 million—not much to pay for one of our 
last visible contacts with the American tradition, far less than 
the $10 to $25 million the taxpayers will have to pay to 
satisfy Speaker Sam’s unrepresentative choice.

A REPORT ON A VISIT TO A SMALL WAR 


Chasing the Indonesian revolt, a photographer crosses lines five times but finds nobody bloodthirsty 


The revolt of central Sumatra against President 
Sukarno’s Indonesian government has been go- 
ing on for two months. Since actual hostilities 
began last March 10 several towns have changed 
hands—some of them more than once—but no 
decisive battle has yet been fought. To appraise 
the character and meaning of this conflict, Live 
Photographer John Dominis spent a fortnight in 
Sumatra shuttling from the government to the 
rebels and back again. Here, written and photo- 
graphed by Dominis, is a revealing report on the 
world’s strangest and still most civil civil war. 


Y coverage of the Indonesian revolt in 
‘Sumatra was like two weeks bouncing in 

a Bendix washing machine. I crossed the line 
between government and rebels five times and 
never heard a shot fired in 
Neither side is eager for fighting and both 
play it like a chess game.

A Brooklyn boy tells

WAS not yet 14 years old when Gus Gibbons, 

president of the Little Bishops, picked me to 
be president of his new Fifth Division. The Bish- 
ops were then one of the largest street clubs in 
New York City. The five divisions had 150 or 200 
members between 13 and 18. They claimed a turf 
extending for two miles along Fulton Street in 
Brooklyn and had brother clubs in Harlem and 
the Bronx 

I was an important sahib for so young a kid. 
But I was tall for my age, a little smarter than 
most of the other bops, © members, and 
had the prestige of having already been busted— 
arrested—twice by the cops. 

My first arrest had been for gang fighting. The 
second was for firing a zip gun at some kids in 
John Marshall Junior High School. That is the

Thad made the zip gun in shop class out of a 
toy airplane launcher.

A few months later, however, I stumbled on a 
load that made them seem like cap pistols. In an 
empty lot on Sands Street I found a wooden crate 
containing two dozen brand new .38-caliber serv- 
ice revolvers and four marine signal flare guns. 
This was probably a shipment for the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard that had been hijacked off South 
Brooklyn piers and hidden temporarily. 

I nearly broke my back lugging the crate to 
Lenny’s candy store, where my club hung out. 
Lenny was a right guy who had been a bop ina 
street club as a kid and who still hated cops. He 
let us hide the guns in his cellar. We shook down 
little kids at school for their lunch money until 
we had collected $50. With that we bought some 
ammunition from a fence on the docks. 


A threat to Gus Gibbons 


HE sudden haul made a spectacular difference 
in our division’s chances. With our new artil- 
Iery we might rise to be top club in the city. 
Overnight I was no longer afraid of Gus Gib- 
bons, although he was 17, much bigger and much 
meaner than I. I had taken two of the flare pistols 
for myself and test-fired them on a roof with shot- 
gun shells, When I let go with both of those can- 
nons at once, I got ideas of becoming the Hitler 
of all the Little People [junior gang members]. 
Although Hitler and his Nazis had been wiped 


out years before, we still looked up to them as 
the meanest bops in history. Even today some 
bop gang leaders call themselves Hitler or Goering 
or Fuehrer, and I know one club—Negro at that 
—named the Gestapos. 

My fellows were always bragging about their 
new guns, Bo would act out a favorite daydream. 
“Here a bull walkin’ his beat. Here me layin’ on 


the roof with my piece. I take aim. Bam! Scratch 


one headbeater!” 

I told them not to sound off so much about 
the new pieces. But naturally the news leaked 
out. So I was not surprised when Calvin, Gus 
Gibbons’ war councilor, arrived at Lenny’s one 
night. A war councilor’s main duty is to declare 
war on rival clubs. And Calvin would rather fight 
than eat or drink. 

“It’s on with the Robins,” Calvin announced 
that night as he entered Lenny’s.
